HARTMAN GIVES 


SPRAYING DATA 


The first 1939 spray instruction 
letter w'as mailed today by Adams 
County Farm Agent M T. Hartman 
to county fruit growers giving direc­ 
tions for the application of the 
dormant sprays on apple trees. The 
letter was prepared in consultation 
with J. O. Pepper, extension en­ 
tomologist. from State college. 
Reporting on current orchard con­ 
ditions, Mr. Hartman writes that 
San Jose scale is present in many 
orchards and scurfy scale in some, 
Red spider eggs are abundant, 
he 
says, and will require special control 
measures. There also is an abund­ 
ance of aphid eggs, indicating the 
need for careful attention to that 
problem. 
Stressing the importance of com­ 
plete coverage of limbs and buds, 
the county agent advises lune sul­ 
phur or spraying oil for San Jose 
scale and an oil emulsion for scurfy 
scale; a spraying oil for red spider 
eggs, and a tar emulsion or com­ 
mercial sprays for aphid eggs. 
Di­ 
ctio n s are given for preparing tile 
pio, 
dilutions. 
A warning Is issued against ap­ 
plying the sprays at a time when 
the materials will freeze on Hie trees 
and only mid-day applications of 
spraying oils are advised.

Harrisburg, March 4 (AP)-~A lot 
of Pennsylvania cavalrymen are go­ 
ing to lose their horses, whether 
they like it or not. 
Officers at 28th division headquar­ 
ters announced today plans are un­ 
derway to convert six of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s 21 cavalry troops into artil­ 
lery batteries and a signal troop 
Tile units were not named. 
The artillerymen will be the sup­ 
porting arm for the new 22nd cav­ 
alry division, being created by a re­ 
organization of Pennsylvania’s 52nd 
cavalry brigade and the 54th cavalry 
brigade of Ohio and Kentucky. 
The 
transformation 
will 
leave 
Pennsylvania with one cavalry bri­ 
gade, consisting of two regiments as 
at present, with the exception that 
the three squadrons in each regi­ 
ment will be composed of two rifle 
troops each, instead of three troops. 
Each regiment still will have its 
combined headquarters and .service 
troop, and the brigade will retain 
its headquarters troop 
A field artillery regiment nom­ 
inally contains two battalions, but 
Pennsylvania will have only one 
battalion in its new regiment, for 
the present, at least. That battalion 
will consist of three gun batteries 
and a medical detachment. 
The shuffling of the forces also 
will create a new signal troop, an 
adjunct of the cavalry division. The 
present 103rd veterinary company, 
of Fleetwood, near Reading, will be 
transformed into a veterinary troop 
to work with the cavalry. 
Other 
elements 
including 
en­ 
gineers and armored car units, will 
be organized in other states to make 
the divisions a self-sustaining, hard- 
punching body of troops. 
Colonel Benjamin C. Jones, com­ 
mander of Pennsylvania's 103rd cav­ 
alry, explained: 
“We were like a hand without no 
fingers. 
Now' we’re going to get 
them, and we are going to grab a 
bat and knock out a few home runs. 
We have been a good regiment and 
a good brigade limited by the pres­ 
ent set-up, but under the new order 
we are going to be a better division.”

Supplying the assembly lines of 
the automobile industry with parts 
and materials when production is 
good costs more than a million 
dollars an hour. 
Split the figure fine and its about 
$20,000 a minute. 
In a capacity year, the trains, 
trucks, steamships—even airplanes 
—which are constantly on the move 
with these supplies, lay at the motor 
factory doorstep as much as two 
and a quarter billion dollars’ worth 
of goods produced in factory, mine 
and on farm. 
As these bills mount up. dollars 
flow out in a widening stream—to 
the Angora goat raiser in Texas, 
the open pit miner of the Mesaba 
range, the cotton grower along the 
Mississippi, to the tills of thousands 
of business establishments, large 
and small, scattered from coast to 
coast. 
The flow of material sent to the 
motor plants has no parallel any­ 
where in the world, for the motor 
industry is the largest industrial 
purchaser of this or any other 
country. Some of the load is rugged, 
bulky material—pig iron, steel bars, 
steel sheets, but a large proportion 
of the total is in small, exactly 
fashioned mechanisms and attach­ 
ments — carburetors, 
thermostats, 
pumps, filters, electrical devices and 
so on—some as delicate as watch 
movements. 
The elaborate planning of a chess

play beside the complexity of the 
motor purchasing operations. 
To make today’s automobiles at 
the 
industry's 
mass 
production 
prices, the right piece of equipment 
must be at the spot where the as­ 
sembly worker will reach for it at 
the time it is needed. A .shortage 
when the line is going would bring 
the whole intricate, dovetailed op­ 
eration to a stop. 
Yet the bulk, variety and costli­ 
ness of the things that go into a 
car make it impossible to store a 
bank adequate to sustain production 
for any extended period. 
There are more than two thou­ 
sand distinguishable units in each 
car. made up of more than 15,000 
pieces. 
Many vary from model to 
model. 
They cannot be bought in 
approximate quantities calculated 
by rule of thumb. 
Tile factory output is controlled 
weekly and even daily by orders in

i conveyor line, to join the flow of 
j the final assembly. 
Arrival of materials at the plant 
! must be timed so that the right 
I storage space is clear, unloading 
crews are ready with trucks, trac- 
tors, cranes, trailers. 
Single auto­ 
mobile companies may unload up to 
I 5.000 tons in a working day, or as 
I much as 115 rail carloads and the 


equivalent, of another 90 carton da 
brought in by trucks. 
Supplies are fed into the plant at 
scores of 
different 
points 
from 
which they start their synchronized 
unhalted flow over miles of con­ 
veyors, through countless operations 
and processes, until they join the 
main assembly line. 
With hundreds of suppliers feed­ 
ing the plant, it might be assumed 
that delivery would continue unob­ 
structed. In actual fact emergency 
is commonplace and must be dis­ 
counted 
by preparation. 
Strikes, 
serious weather disturbances, plant 
failures and transportation break­ 
downs may cut off one of the 
several thousand essentials at the 
last moment. 
henever possible, 
the purchasing agent distributes 
his buying of each article among 
two concerns or more to cover just 
such contingencies. 
But even so, heroic measures 
sometimes 
are 
needed 
to 
meet 
“deadlines." Fleets of trucks have 
been chartered, express trains have 
been utilized, and at times airplanes 
have been pressed into service to 
fly urgently needed materials. That 
makes for expensive freight, but it 
is cheap compared to the costs of 
lost time, both to the manufacturer 
and the employes whose work would 
be halted.

Last week we gave you part of the 
m aterial we have gathered coner ril­ 
ing Colonel M atthew Dill and we 
nowr continue on this subject. 
Col­ 
onel Dill wras prom inent in the Rev­ 
olutionary wrar. 
He served as “sub­ 
lieutenant” of York county from 
1781 to 1783. 
For four years he 
served as com m ander of the fifth 
battalion of the York county militia. 
The Pennsylvania Archives gives the 
nam e of Colonel Dill in a list of the 
officers from York County who saw 
actual 
service. 
His 
commission 
was dated August 1776. 
Besides being prom inent during 
the war Colonel Dill had m any other 
im portant laurels to his credit. 
In 
1790 he was one of the men who 
helped to fram e the state constitu­ 
tion. He laid out the town of Dills­ 
burg on a grant of land ten miles 
square received for services in the 
Revolution. 
It m ight be well said 
th at he was one of the outstanding 
men of his day and generation.

Sunbury, Pa., March 4 <AP>—A r­ 
rangem ents for tile burial of the 
bruised and branded body of “Baby 
Rosebud” went forward today while j 
the guard over her m other’s suitor j 
was tightened. 
Corporal

Gray of the j 
state m otor police said he would j 
charge Paul W. Barrick, 22, whom ; 
he term ed a "jealous” suitor, w ith J 
the m urder of two-year-old M iriam { 
Wolf. 
Barrick, held in the 126-year-old ; 
Juniata county jail at Mifflintown, j 
was not taken to an inquest Friday J 
night at Sunbury because, Sheriff 
Karl Hower explained, “feeling a t j 
Mifflintown was quite tense ” 
The coroner’s jury found th at the 
baby was “subjected to considerable 
m istreatm ent” 
before 
it 
was 
re­ 
moved 
to 
the 
Sunbury 
hospital, 
where she died Friday afternoon. 
The jurors concluded th a t the in ­ 
juries “m ust have been inflicted by a j 
blow or blows from persons un- j 
known to us.” 
At the same t ime, three physicians 
perform ed an autopsy and found 
death due to "an injury of the brain, 
kidneys and intestines.” 
G ray quoted Barrick as saying he 
beat the child— called "Rosebud” at 
birth because she was so t i n y - “at 
least 50 tim es” and branded her 
with a hot stove lid-lifter "because 
I was jealous of her father." 
The young m other, Helen Wolf. 
a domestic, held in jail at Lewis­ 
town, broke down at word of the 
child's death and begged to be re­ 
leased "so I can see my baby.” 
She will be released to attend the j 
funeral, authorities said. 
No date ; 
has been set for the service. 
G ray ' 
said the m other asked th at the body 
be sent to the baby’s grandparents, j 
Mr. and Mrs. George Wolf of H ar­ 
risburg, “because they have insur­ 
ance and can pay the expenses ” 
G ray filed charges of assault and 
battery and attem pt to kill against ; 
the m other.

we may decide to bring a charge 
against lier of being an accessory.”
